ADDITIONAL TAX 
WILL BE IMPOSED 


Proposal Meets With Con- 
siderable Hostile 
Criticism

LONDOW, May 29,—In the House 
of Commons today Reginald McKenna 
chancellor of the exchequer, moved 
the resolution he gave notice of Inst 
week, the purpose of which is to com- 
pel sale to the government under the 
mobilization plan of American secur- 
itles hitherto withheld by their own- 
ers. Mr, MeKenna’s measure imposea 
an additional income tax of two shill- 
ings in the pound on American secur- 
ities, exempting those which are de- 
posited with the treasury, 

Harold J, Tennant, parliamentary 
under-secretary for war, explained 
that the balance of trade was 
against England there was a limit to 
the exportation of gold. A loan al- 
ready having been raised in America 
the government had resorted to the 
mobilization @f securities to meet the 


balance of indebtedness, This scheme 
Mr. Tennant said, having been carried 
out with great care and without injury 
to the American market. The gov- 
ernment had been able to pay its 
Way and preserve a substantial bal- 
ance in New York for some months 
past, however, the supply of American

securities offered to the government 
had dwindled from a torrent to little 
more than a trifle, He said a great 


many holders of American securitics 
were shy, and, while conscious of their 
duty, had allowed that consciousness 
to remain innetive, They now requir- 
ed this spur in order to remind them 
of their true duty to their country, 


Favored Bigger Tax 


“After the announcement of the 
Plan last week,” Mr, .Jennant. contin- 
ued, “the treasury received a much 
greater volume of American securities 
thin had been the case for some 
time. He said he was in favor of a 
tax of ten shillings in the pound tn 
the event that Mr. McKenna's proposal 
proved ineffective, 

Sir Kdward Carson asked why there 
should not be enacted at once a mea- 
sure compelling every holder of Am- 
erican securities to give over this pro- 
perty to the government. 

Mr. McKenna sald the government 
had obtained securities in a steady 
stream, had never paid for them in 
advance before they were realized on 
in America, and had taken them over 
without risk of.loss when they were 
jrequired, He believed his plan would 
be sufficient for the present. The tax

Mects Hostile Criticism, 

Mr. McKenna’s resolution met with 
considerable hostile eriticiam, The de- 
bate brought out the fact that the re-

William Watson Rutherford, Union- 
ist, sald the tax was “sheer robbery.” 

He declared it was a tax not for re- 
venue, but for punishment, He said 
the government should be honest and

Sir Mrederick Banbury, Unionist, 
denounced the chancellor's proposal, 
saying it was going back to the days 
of Isaae of York, 

Winston Spencer Churchill defended

The first session of the Davidson 
Commission on the sale of small- 
arm ammunition by the Militia De- 
partment produced the informa- 
tion that someone got a rake-off of

tween what the British Admiralty 
paid for the cartridges and what 
the Militia Department got, — Fol- 
lowing precedent, the Commission 
may now be expected to go into 
hibernation again till prodded up 
by another outburst of public 
opinion. 


From the evidence of the Audi- 
tor General before the Davidson 


Commission, our Government did 
not know who bought that con- 
signment of smallarm ammuni- 
tion, what was paid for’ it, nor 


what proportion of what was paid 
found its way into the public trea- 
sury. After that it would not be 
surprising to learn that the Gov- 
ernment doesn't know whether the 
consignment consisted of three 
niillion rounds or six, 


Seemingly the only way yet 
found by Government newspapers 
to disprove the Allison charges is 
to abuse the men who forced the 
exposure,

lowing the burglary on Thirteenth 
street last week, this affair may 
suggest that an attempt is being 
made to start another epidemic of 
serious crime inthe city, Whe- 
ther that is the case or not that is 
certainly what would have to be 
expected if crimes such as this 
were not followed by apprehension 
and sever punishment. The pub- 
lie will look to the police, and also 


to the provincial authorities, to 
leave nothing undone which is 
likely to disclose the perpetrator 
and bring him to the bar of 


justice, 

OF course all the profiteering is 
not done at the expense of the Gov- 
erument nor by conspiracy to loot 
the war funds. Some manufae- 
turers and dealers are no doubt 
taking advantage of the times to 
boost prices to the publie and 
blame it on the war. And to the 
tax-payer if amounts to the same 
thing whether he fleeced 
through the misappropriation of 
the war fund or through the un- 
due inflation of his living ex- 
penses. In war time a Govern- 
ment should be so erganized and 
directed as to prevent both the 
pillage of the war chest and the 
undue inflation of prices by 
monopoly or conspiracy. The 
\*Cost of Living Commission’’ 
should be strietly and steadily on 
the job these days. It seems to 
be as mysterious in its where- 
abouts and doings as Mr, Villa.

VERDUN, May §—Today the bat- 


tlefleid of Verdun looked precisely as 
a painting of a battlefeld by a great 
military artist should look, There 
were the puffs of smoke where shells 
were bursting. The dust clouds rose 
where the ruins of the villages were 
stirred by falling projectiles. No 
smoke rises from these villages, They 
have been too completely burned, Here 


and there thin lines of haze where 
the mitrailleuse and rifles were at 
work. The fungeovs looking patches 


iving in folds of the soft hills appear- 
ed under the glass to be what remain- 
ed of villages, Their church steeples 
and hotise walls have disappeared, 
They had been beaten into the earth, 
Everywhere thin brown lines seanied 
and criss-crossed the slopes, They 
were the trenches, 

“But there are no men,” complained 
my companion, who was fresh from 
the open country or Russia, where 
battles are fought upon the tactical 
lines of halt a century ago. ‘Where 
are the men?" 

We were in one of the artillery ob- 
servation stations, The officer in 
charge swung his telescope upon its 
pivot until he had covered the whole 
field of the battle of Verdun, The 
Mort Homme and Douaumont and 
that gray plague spot which was once 
Vaux@eand the dozen other tiny vil- 
lages which have quickly found them- 
selves a place in history passed in re- 


view. Then he nodded his head in 
satisfaction, 

“T have.found you some German 
soldiers to, look at, said he, “You will 


see some dark spots at the bottom of 
the cross,” 

A cross had been scored upon the 
object glass of the telescope, Under 
that cross—in the shi of the 
heaviest cross that modern soldiers 
» ever called to bear—were half a 
dozen blobs of sombre color upon the 
sunny hill, IT could not make out the 
details, But these blobs seemed 
roughly rectilinear in form and there 
were intervals between them, and 
they followed the shelter of a little 
curving crest. They were forming for 
a charge, perhaps, or drying their 
trench-sodden clothes in the = after- 
noon warmth, or were on the march 
to eposition, T had not time to ask, 

“We've found them,” said the ob- 
server with professional satisfaction, 


Seeing a Battle. | 
Fountains of gray dust and black 
smoke, shot through with fire began 
to spring up among those dark patches 
on the distant slope. Soon the hill- 


side was covered with a gray blanket, 
for there was not | ze enough to 
carry the fumes away. We watched 
it with that impersonal interest with 
which one reads of a battle on the 
other side of the world, We were not 
near enough ‘9 see the mer’ die, or | 


hear their cries, or perhaps to witness 
their escape into the friendly trenches. 
The incident was only « proof of the 
excellence of the French artillery. It 
had no importance in a battle in which 
more men have died than in any other 
since gunpowder Was invented. It 
would not even find place in the day's 
communique, 

We had been taken in this observat- 
tion point from the city of Verdun. 
From it the whole panorama of the 
battle was outspréad before our eyes 
Below us was Verdun, in the centre 
of the great bow! through which the 
River Meuse runs. The vast open 
spuces were just beginning to take on 


the green of spring. The hills” on 
which the fight was raging dimpled 
into the tenderert hallows, and were 
stained here and there by the grim 
shadows that once were woods—the 
Bois of Avocourt and the Bois of 


forges and the others—and which are 


now only fragments of splintered 
trees und layers of ashes wet with 
blood, At intervals we could see 


blackened heufis that once were kindly 
little villages, 

Our fortune was that it was a sunny 
day. Other civilians had preceded us 
to this same balcony of observation, | 
but in many cases the valley had been 
filled with fog. They had been forced 
to take the battle on trust. The roll- 
ing thunder they had heard coming 
ffom this dull cloud might have been | 
the thunder which it simulated. We 
could see as well as hear, We saw 
the flashes as the batteries were fired 
and the inverted pyramids of smoke | 
and dust that marked shots upon the | 
target. The thudding of the explod- 
ing shells came too rapidly for us to 
count, 

“It is a quiet day,” said our guide 
regretfully. “A very quiet day,” 

Hiding From Shells, 

Our observation baleony had been 
cutin the side of a hill, One reached 
it by a winding trench which so fol- 
lowed the contour of the hill that it 
could not be marked down from any 
German position, Once in the balcony 
we were sheltered from breaking 
shella by a thick rampart of oarth, 
while we peered out through a nar- 
row slit that ran with the horizon, In 
the distance we saw the German “sau- 
suges"’——the observation balloons that | 


teetered drunkenly over their lines— 
while on either side the French ball- 
oons were ranged, Now and then a 
French flier darted over the German 
lines like a hawk, to return with news 
of what was happening in the enemy's 
camp. The golden sun set out vividly 
against the green of spring, the gray 
and black powder smoke, and torn 
earth, 

It was a big gun day, No infantry 
movement of consequence was at- 
tempted and the antagonists were 
blasting each other out of their tren- 
ches by their heavy shells, From the 
picture that was spread before us it 
semed certain that the Germans had | 
not succeeded in gaining a single posi- 
tion of tactical importance.
